Smallpox was introduced to
these countries by air travel
ers, and the ease with which
diseases such as smallpox and
cholera can now be spread re-
quires additional caution both
on the part of the traveler and
officials of the Public Health
Service.

CHOLERA immunization
should be obtained if the tour
extends to parts of Asia, in-
cluding Japan, and the Philip.
